UNDER 50 Vic. Cap. 12.—Materials imported or taken out of bond to be used in the building of Hotels 
(under certain conditions) are exempt from payment of import duty. 

UNDER 5 & 6 Epw. VII, Cap. 21.—(The Manufactories Encouragement Act 1905.) The following articles 
may be imported or taken out of bond without payment of import duties: provided that bond 
shall have been entered into to the effect that all such articles shall not be used or applied otherwise 
than for the purposes of maintaining any registered agricultural factory or building or erecting, or 
of adapting any building or erection already in existance for the purposes of such factory :— 

(1) All machinery, tools, fixtures or supplies which may from time to time be required for the pur- 
pose of the processes carried on at the factory : 

(2) All materials neceesary for the purposes of the building, erection, alteration, repair or equipment 
of such factory, or for the adaption of such building as aforesaid. 

UNDER 5 & 6 Eb. VII, Cap. 5—The following articles, imported by the Boynton Normal and Industrial 
Institute to be used for the equipment or maintenance of an Industrial School viz:—building 
materials, school furnishings, lodging and board furnishings, exclusive of food supplies, uniforms 
and materials for same, tools. 


Goods, wares and merchandise liable to ad valorem duty when not originally shipped with the intention of 
being brought into the Colony but subsequently imported and when requisite information for 
perfect entry cannot be ascertained, are charged a duty of 334 per centum on value at Port of 
Entry or on the price which they shall realise at Auction. 


An auction duty of 5 per centum is charged on the price realised on goods exempted from duty which are 
brought into the Colony otherwise than by regular importation. 


An ad valorem duty of one half of one per centum in addition to any duties levied is collected on all goods 
bonded. 


REBATES OF DUTIES. 


Are allowed in the following cases : 
(1) Upon all lumber used in the fitting up of any vessel for the reception of native fruit to be exported 
° (2) Upon all goods or other articles supplied and delivered for the use of any department of His 
Majesty’s Service. Provided that in the case of the goods subjected to an ad valorem duty -the 
rebate shall be allowed on one half only of the contract price. 

(3) Upon all goods supplied and delivered for the use cf the Governor or the Inspector of Lighthouses: 
provided that in the case of goods subjected to an ad valorem duty the rebate shall be one half 
only of the contract price. 

(4) Upon all kerosene oil used as fuel in in the working of an oil or gas engine a drawback of duty of 
90 per centum. 

(5) Upon all tobacco used in the manufacture of cigars for export a drawback of four pence half- 
penny on every 100 cigars. 

(6) Upon all motor cars imported and subsequently exported within six months a drawback of 75per 
centum.

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TONNAGE DUES. 


2 EDWARD VII, CaP. 2 AND 
3 EDWARD VII, Cap. 9 


1. On all vessels arriving at any port within these Islands from any port or place without the limits of the 
Colony. One shilling for each and every ton of the proper measurement of every such vessel. 
Provided that such tonnage due shall not be imposed on any vessel more than once in twelve 
calendar months. 


EXEMPTIONS FROM TONNAGE DUES. 


Vessels of war, transports and other vessels employed solely on Government Service. 

Vessels employed under contract wsth the Bahamas Government in the conveyance of mails. 

Steamships. 

Vessels exclusively engaged in Turtling, Fishing or Sponging. 

Vessels employed in pleasuring only. 

Vessels arriving in the colony in ballast, or with not more than ten tons of cargo, and clearing with fruit 
or salt only. 

Vessels arriving in the Colony for the purpose of receiving orders or of communicating with abroad and 
not landing any cargo or carrying away other than their inward cargo. 

Vessels in distreess and not landing any cargo. 

5 & 6 Ep. VII, Cap. 21.—Vessels entering at any port of the Colony, with a cargo consisting exclusively 
of materials for buildings constructing or repairing any registered agricultural factory or of 
machinery, too's, fixtures or supplies which may be required for the purposes of the process 
carried on at such factory. 

Vessels clearing from any port of the Colony, with a cargo consisting exclusively of agricultural products 
of the Colony manufactured, preserved, packed or otherwise prepared for exportin any registered 
agricultural factory. 


LIGHT DUES. 


Act 38 Vic. c. 23.—3d. per ton is imposed on vessels arriving at the Port of Nassau from any port or place 
without the limits of the Colony.

Vessels entering at any port of the Colony with a cargo consisting exclusively of materials for building, 
constructing or repairing any registered agricultural factory, or of machinery, tools, fixtures or 
suppl’es which may be required for the purpose of the processes carried on at such factory. 
(5 & 6 Edw. vil, cap. 21). 


55 Vic. Cap. 18. 


All vessels arriving at the Port of Nassau for the purpose of receiving orders, or of communicating with 
abroad, shall b2 exempted from all port charges whatever, pilotage excepted. 

No master of any vessel arriving for the purpose: aforesaid siall however be compelled to accept the ser- 
vices of a Licensed Pilot unless he intends to enter the harbour of Nass3au, or one of the anchor- 
ages in or about the islands of New Providence, anything in the Pilotage Act 1851, to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. 

Where any vessel not originally bound to the Port of Nassau, shall arrive at and put into such port for 
any purpose connected with or incidental to the voyage upon which it is engaged, such vessel shall 
be exempted from the payment of all port charges, pilotage excepted.

REAL PROPERTY TAX. 

49 Vic. c. 9. A yearly tax of eight-pence in the pound payable quarterly, half yearly or yearly is levied 
on the annual assessed rental of all occupied houses, warehouses, shops or other buildings, on all 
wharves or lots which may be rer.ted separately, which shall amount to £10, such tax to be paid by 
the owner. A tax of four pence in the pound onthe annual assessed rental is also levied on the 
occupier of such houses, &c.

REMARKS. 


Primary education is compulsory 
between the ages of 6 and 14 years, is 
provided by Government and controlled 
by a Board of Education consisting of 
12 members appointed annually by the 
Governor. The Board receives an an- 
nual grant from the Legislature of 
£6000, out of which school houses, 
teachers’ residences, &c., have to be 
provided and kept in repair as well 
as the payment of teachers’ salaries and 
general expenses. The cost is greatly 
enhanced by the breaking up of the 
population into many small settlements 
long distances apart on the various Is- 
lands, themselves separated for many 
miles. 

The sum set opposite each school 
only covers the salaries of teachers and 
assistants, but taking the total cost of 
education to the Colony into consider- 
ation the average cost for each child 
on the rolls is 14s. 8d. and for each 
child in average attendance 20s. lld. 
This calculation includes grant-in-aid 
schools.
